Wlitlo IrtO Lodger» Sleep the Rod Fleiul 
Get» Them Into a Trap—Muiiy Saved by 
the Fire-Ki«c»pe Which, However, Gcti< 
Red llo t—(Julte a Number of the Rcsciiefl 
Are Nnked, and Nqiiu Saves All Hi« 
Clothes—Gathering the Dead, 
New York, March 14.—The Bowery 
Mission lodging house, 105 Bowery, was 
destroyed by tire at an early hour yes­ 
terday morning and eleven lives were 
lost. The property loss is $15,000. There 
W'ere 150 lodgers in the building when 
the fire started, and so rapidly did the 
flames spread that many of them were 
unable to escape. 
At 2:45 a. m. Fire 
Chief Croker announced that the fire 
was under control and that no lives had 
been lost. A later search of the ruins, 
how'ever, resulted In the discovery of 
eleven bodies.

In the basement of tlio 
building there is a cheap restaurant, 
w'hlle the ground lloor Is used exclu­ 
sively for mission purposes, gospel .ser- 
vlceH having been held there daily for 
several years.

The four upper lloors were fitted up 
as a cheap lodging house with accom­ 
modations for 150 males, who paid 15, 20 
or 25 cents each, according to the loca­ 
tion of the rooms. 
Saturday night al­ 
most every bed was occupied. 
At 1:30 
o’clock yesterday morning one of the 
lodgers discovered fiâmes coming from 
wash room on the third lloor, but 
before he had time to alarm the house 
the fire w'as noticed by passers-by on 
the street. By this time the fiâmes had 
eaten their way to the top of the build­ 
ing, and w’ere bursting through the roof. 
When the alarm was given and the in­ 
m ates aroused a w/ld scene of excite­ 
m ent ensued. Many of the lodgers be­ 
came panic-stricken. They rushed Into 
the hallways and fell over each other in 
their efforts to reach the street. Those 
on the upper floors groped their way 
through 
the blinding 
smoko to tho 
metal flre escape in front of the build­ 
ing.

The m ajority of them only saved por­ 
tions of their clothing, while several 
were naked. Many who made their way 
to the street by the flre escapes were 
severely burned by the excessive heat 
of the iron ladders, which in many 
places had become red hot from the 
flames within.

alarm s of fire had be»‘n sent in. and in 
a few minutes the firemen were busy 
deluging the building with torrents of 
water. After the fire 
had been ex­ 
tinguished sufllclently that a S'-areh of 
the i>lace w'as possible, the police a n l 
firemen entered the buililinsr and th. 
w'ork of searching for the victims wa." 
begun.

Several bodies were found near the 
windows on the two upper floors, wher** 
they had been striek* n down while a t ­ 
tempting to make th'-ir way to the fir** 
escapes. 
Some were «llscovered In th i 
small rooms they had oecuriefl. while 
others were found In the hallways and 
on the stairs of the fourth an<l fifth 
fl(*ors. 
.\ll of them were naked. an*l 
most of them were burned and charred 
beyond recognition. 
It is th.iUKht by 
the police that only one <;f these bodies 
will be eventually id*'ntified.

It was f«»und in 
a room on the fifth fioor.

John A. Mays Recalls His Speech on a

The death of General Rosecrans re­ 
calls to John A. Mays, an old soldier 
of this city, a speech the general made 
on the battlelleld of Corinth. 


As the rebel force advanced ui>on 
Corinth under the command of Gen­ 
erals Price and Van Dorn, 
20,U00 
strong on October 4, 1862, the union 
sharpshooters (Mr. Mays being among 
the number) were deployed in a line 
twenty feet apart and at the 
front. 
They shot once and then suddenly re­ 
treated to the rear without 
orders, 
which so frightened the whole second 
division (Davies) that in an Instant the 
whole division was on double quick for 
the rear. The urtlllery dashed Dhrough 
the streets on a dead run and the divi­ 
sion was for a time demoralized. 


After the general had with the re­ 
serve driven the rebels back from tlie 
village, while sitting upon his horse 
with his siulV about him and midst tlie 
dead and dying said: 


“Sdarpshooters, assemble, I want to

The common council will be ciilleci 
upon this evening to take some action 
in rejararil to the franchise askctl by 
the Benton Harbor terminal railway 
company. 


There are a few technical changcs 
that should be made and then the fran­ 
chise should be pansed.
